ODD VERMONT EPITAPHS. 


SOME OF THE QUEER ONES FOUND 


BY A PARTY OF VISITORS. 


Th» Farorlte Style of Inoriptlou Wu 


V«n«—Grammar Sacrificed to Rhyme. 
8om« of tbe Coupleto ProToke a Smile, 
NotwlthMudinf the Surroundings. 


A party summering here has made a 


search of neighboring graveyards for odd 
epitaphs, and report many interesting 
finds. 


An ancient little cemetery at Vernon 


proved a perfect bonanza, at Grafton 
was found another, and at Londonderry, 
Dummerstown and other places, as well 
as at this place, there were several good 
finds. Most of the older stones are of 
slate. Within a few miles, sometimes 
within a stone's throw, were stores of 
granite that were inexhaustible, yet the 
old time Venuonters ignored that time 
defying stone and put their trust in slate. 


IN OBAFTON CEMETERY. 


Here is one we found at Graf too: 


The band was probably carved with 


the fingers downward to point to the re- 
mains, but the inference drawn is often 
other than that. Near the stone was an- 
other which marked the grave of a man 
who had been murdered by an enemy 
The epitaph was: 


I'm Shot 


It was in the Grafton cemetery that 


we found one of the very oddest of our 
atones. It was in three sections, two 
large stones with a smaller one in the 
middle. On one of the large stones 
was an angel's head, with slits for the 
eyes, nose and mouth, and two enor- 
mous feathered wlng» growing from the 
aide of its head, at the place where the 
ears should have been. On the small 
etone was an exact copy of this in minia- 
ture, and on the other large stone was 
a weeping willow tree, with twelve 
branches, at the end of each branch, 
hanging like a great, round apple, being 
a cherub's head, in the typical unadorned 
and unconnected style of the very early 
pioneers in the art of carving tomb- 
stones. The small stone was sacred to 
the memory of Thomas Farke, Jr.; one 
of the larger stones was in memory of 
lira. Thomas Parke, Sr., and the other 
was saored to the memory of her twelve 
infant children. The inscription read: 


Stranger, pause as you paaa by; 


My thirteen children with me Us. 


Bee their faces how they ahine 


Like blossoms on a fruitful vine 


The story runs that an old slave of 


Thomas Farke, Sr., had been promised 
his freedom, and, not obtaining it, died 
cursing his then youthful master, and 
praying that his children might die be. 
fore thay were grown. All died in in- 
fancy, and only Thomas, Jr., reached 
his second year; but whether the slava's 
curse had anything to do with their ead 
deaths la matter of opinion rather than 
of history. 


In a sunny corner of the Vernon cem- 


etery lie the three wives of Mr. Abrjah 
Rogers. The first died in 1784, and her 
tombstone bore the following epitaph: 


Look down on me: i slumber here, 


The grare'i become my bed, 


And (hick of death, that's always near. 


For Ufa may quickly fade. 


Five years later the second Mrs. Rogers 


died, and the widower buried her in 
friendly neighborhood to the first, and, 
to avoid all appearance of partiality, 
placed on her tombstone precisely the 
name stanza, though dignifying the per- 
sonal pronoun in the first line with a 
capital letter. The third Mrs. Rogers 
ha* a more touching epitaph than the 
others. 


In another graveyard was found this 


ungrammatical statement carved 
in 


•tone: 


Uy staff and stay Is took &way, 


And I am left alone, 


My hufibaod dear, who waa ao near. 


Is took away and gooe 


LAMBS AT WHOLESALE. 


It was in a Mew Hampshire burying 


ground that were found the graves of 
eleven children, over each of which was 
a marble lamb. Tbe father of the eleven 
had, after the death of the seventh, if 
waa alleged, purchased the lambs at' 
wholesale. There was still one left of 
the dozen he bought, tbe story went. 


One of the Grafton epitaphs reads as 


follows: 


His 'vy^»ht"ff head is at rust, 


It> ttilnkhiy and aching are o'er. 


His calm, Immovable breast 


Will heave to flatter no more. 


It la strange to see how some one mor- 


tuary stanza would have a run, so to 
apeak, in the neighborhood. 
Here is a 


favorite one: 


Sickness sore long time 1 bore, 


Physician*' skill w&i Vane, 


Till Ood did send death as a f rieno 


To ease me of my Pane. 


For modesty this is irreproachable. It 


waa r.,-t seen by this party, but was 
vouched for by one of the villagers: 


O Ood. do Thou to Allen Ellen Badd 
As Alton Ellen Badd would do to Ood 
Wen God but Allen E'len Radd 
And Allen Ellen Badd were Ood 


A favorite couplet is that which closes 


an inscription found at a cemetery in 
Vernon: 


When living men my bones do view, 
Remember well, Here's room for you. 


Here is an epitaph that adorns the 


tombstone of a wife and mother: 
If In after yean beside thee sita another in my 


chair, 


Though her voice be sweeter music, and her face 


than mind more fair. 


It a cherub call thee father, Mill more beautiful 


than this. 


Lore the little one, my husband; torn not from 


the motherless. 


To complete the story it should be said 


that another did sit in her chair not long 
afterward, and that in time twelve little 
cherubs called him father. 


In Vernon this simple tale of womanly 


heroism is simply told: 


The room below flamed like a stove, 
Anzkxu for those who slept above. 
She entered OB tbe trending Boor, 
She feu, she sank, she rove uo more.

of North Carolina. 


Northern 
Sympathy Wasted in 


Happy, Contented and Ps»- 


tected People. 


KALIIQH, N. C., Oct 24.-Governor 


Fowle yesterday opened the Eleventh An- 
nnal Colored State Fair here, and spoke 
to a large audience of negroes. He re- 
ferred to the Chicago negroes' action in 
appointing a day of t astinit and prayer 
for the Southern negroes, and said his 
auditors were as happy as any people on 
the face of the earth and protected in all 
their rights, aud he pledged the whole 
power of the State to be exercised in 
their behalf just as much as in behalf of 
the white men. The sentiment of the 
negro toward the white man, he said, iu 
the South, is kindly, and this is recipro- 
cated. Negro schools and asylums in 
North Carolina are as well cared for as 
those of the whites. The Chicago ne- 
groBs who have sought to set a day of 
fasting and humiliation will never enjoy 
the same attributes of freedom as the 
North Carolina negroes. They never 
even see the inside of a jury box. 


The Governor touched upon the negro 


exodus, aud said negroes werff free to go 
where they wished and would carry with 
them the best wishes of the whit* people 
to whose women and children they had 
baen so devoted during the late war, but 
they would in going leave the State 
where they were better protected and 
happier than anywhere else. 


Rev. Mr. Leak, colored, secretary of 


the fair, indorsed Governor Fowle's re- 
marks, which were frequently applauded. 
Rev. Leak said that the negroes' rights 
were more fully protected In North Caro- 
lina than anywhere he knew of. He 
heartily denounced the exodus, saying 
that negro agents who were urging it 
were paid so much per head for each 
negro whom they indnced to emigrate.
